•WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
26. — Con- 


fronted at every turn with the failure 
of efforts to peacefully 
settle 
the 


railroad strike. President Harding to- 
day fell back on his original plan for 
dealing with the national menace. It 
is this: 


The railroads -will be given every 


opportunity 
to 
demonstrate 
their 


ability to maintain sufficient service 
without the unionized shopmen, and 
if they fail then the president will ask 
cognress for specific authority to take 
over those roads unable to fulfill their 
obligations to the public. 


Senator Cummins, Republican, of 


Iowa, the father of the railway labor 
board, had a bill in his pocket today 
granting this power. 
It will be intro- 


duced in the senate and house when- 
ever It becomes apparent that the 
government must abandon its pacific 


" attitude and haul out the dusty "big 
stick" to protect the public, the suf- 
fering of transportation famines.' 


In substance and form the Cummins 


bill has been approved by President 
Harding and Attorney General Daugh- 
erty. It will be kept on file in Sen- 
ator Cummin's hip pocket for emer- 
gency use and the belief prevailed to- 
day it will be many weeks yet before 
the need for it becomes apparent. For 
the present at least there will be no 
new move for peace in the rail strike 
fjrom Uie white .house, ,bukjra.ther a 
continuation of the policy of hands off 
which was adopted several weeks ago 
when the administration's 
effort at 


peaceful adjustment failed—first 
by 


rejection on the pan, of the railroads, 
and second by rejection on the part of 
the unions. 


"Apparently both sides 
want 
to 


fight it out," said one official today. 
"If they can do it without running 
the country into ruin perhaps it would 
be a good thing to let them try it." 


The abrupt discontinuance of nego- 


tiations in New York is expected to 
aggravate the strike situation as it af- 
fects other unions. 
Ten days ago the 


country was filled with sporadic, in- 
dividual strikes by members of the 
brotherhoods and affiliated unions and 
transportation was in a decidedly 
chaotic state with trains stalled, at 
.desert junction points and in division 
yards. When the brotherhood chiefs 
began acting as mediator between tn^ 
executives and 
the 
striking 
shop 


crafts leaders, they persuaded their 
disgruntled members 
to 
return 
to 


work, overlooking disagreeable condi- 
tions in oteer not to embarrass nego- 
tiations. 


"With 
negotiations now ended and 


conditions of equipment no better than 
they were, it was freely predicted in 
labor quarters today that there would 
be a recurrence of the individual and 
sporadic strikes by all classes of rail- 
road labor ihruout the country.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26—Congress 


was still seeking .1 solution today of 
the knotty problem of how anthracite 
coal can be produced and moved in 
sufficient quantities to prevent wide- 
spread 
suffering 
this 
winter—with 


governmental seizure looming in the 
background as a measure of last re- 
sort. 


A serious hard coal shortage was re- 


garded by manv senators as inevitable 
even if the anthracite strike is set- 
tled soon, or in case' President Hard- 
'ng decides it is necessary for 
the 


government to take over the anthra- 
cite mines. 


Chairman Cummins, of the 
Senate 


interstate commerce committee, 
de- 


clared that the remedial legislation 
thus far-^nyposed doe? not and will 
not produce coal as long as the anthra- 
cite miners do not and will not return 
to work. 


As his committee began considera- 


tion of his bill to extend the power of 
the interstate commerce commission 
to issue priority orders for coal distri- 
bution. Cummins was known to enter- 
tain the opinion that the measure "will 
not be helpful" in producing hard coal, 
unless the anthracite miners agree to 
produce it. 


"I still have a lingering hope." Cum- 


mins said, "that the anthracite opera- 
tors will come to an agreeme * with 
their employes, but 1 ihink that if it 
is believed that the president by taking 
over the mines can secure men who 
will produce coal in the 
anthracite 


fields, then we ought to give him the 
power to do it. 


"But it still is to be doubted wheth- 


er the president would be any more 
successful in hiring men to enter the 
coal mines than the operators have 
been, because when we give to the 
president the power to take over the 
coal mines and he goes to employ mi- 
ners, he w.ll either have to agree to 
their terms or he may not be able to 
secure the men. It must not be for- 
gotten that tho anthracite mines are 
shut down tight because the men who 
were employed are almost all union 
men and reiused to work. 


"Whether the president's influence, 


whether the seizure of the coal would 
make him any more powerful than 
the operators I do not know. Cum- 
mins pointed out that in Pennsylvania 
where th" most of the anthracite mines 
are. the state law provides that only 
licensed miners may work 
in 
the 


mines, and that substantially all of tho 
licensed miners are union men and 
therffor>-> on strike. 


"Would the president be bound by 


rucli a la-.\ .' Cu:nmins was asked. "I 
\cnturo no opinion on that question," 
he replied. "The truth is that there 
are a good many constitutional diffi- 
culties which appear trivial to some 
and very formidable to others about 
the government taking the coal mines 
aside from the serious problem of its 
operating them once it 
takes them 


over. 


"If we meet the situation, however, 


ns we should meet It to prevent the

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LONDON, Aug. 25—"They talk w^r 


and nothing but war in Japan." 


This was the lasting impression left 


on the mind of Mrs. Margaret Sanger, 
who has returned to Europe en route 
for America after an extensive tour in 
the east under thc aegis of 'he Inter- 
national Birth Control Association. 


Mrs, Sanger traversed the east pro- 


pagating an unknown and very delicate 
subject and was accompanied only by 
her twelve-year old son. 
She returns 


to western civilization proud and hap- 
py with her accomplishments. 


None of the old pioneers has been 


beset with the difficulties that have 
hampered the progress of Mrs. Sanger. 
In the first place the Japanese Consul 
at San Francisco, acting 
under 
in- 


structions from Tokio, 
declined 
to 


grant Mrs. Sanger her vise to enter 
Japanese territory. Nevertheless, this 
did not prevent Mrs. 
Sanger 
from 


boarding the ship sailing from San 
Francisco bound for Shanghai, which 
was going to make Tokio en route. 


Japs Hear Her Speak 


Happily aboard the ship was the. 


Japanese delegation from America re-' 
turning to Japan from the Washing- 
ton Conference. To Baron Kato, chief ' 
of the delegation, she made her com-' 
plaint, nnd the latter, after consulting , 
with M. Hani Ilari, decided to listen 
to a speech from the pluckly little 
American lady on the extremely deli-' 
cate subject which she intended to 
propagate among the people of 
the, 


Kast. 


So convinced were they alter the 


address that they immediately 
wire- 


lessed their government and suggested 
that it should let Mrs. Sanger into its 
country without restriction. The reply 
was that it would allow her in provid- 
ing she did not give any public ad- 
dress. She took a chance and gave. 
the undertaking. 


Then Mrs. Sanger's friends became 


annoyed with her. for on her arrival at 
Tokio nil the reporters from the whole 
of Japan boarded the vessel not with 
the intention of interviewing the re- 
turning Japanese delegation on thoir 
impressions of Washington, but to in- 
terview her on thc question of birth 
control. 


Warned by Authorities 


On arrival she was again 
warned ' 


by thc authorities that she would be 
debarred from addressing 
a public 


meeting. 
Yet immediately she 
was 


asked by scores of independent socie- 
ties to address their members on the' 
subject. 
Naturally she complied. She 


was al?o obliged to bar the topic of 
birth control, but 
she circumvented 


:l:,it by renaming her subject "Popu- 
lation and War." 


"I thot when 1 was able to stand up 


before a Japanese audience that my 
great difficulty was over, but I dis- 
covered it had just begun," said Mrs. 
Sanger. 


"Every one of my speeches had to 


be interpreted item by item, and 
in 


Japanese it takes exactly four times 
as long a? in English. Therefore 
a 


speech in English lasting exactly one 
hour took four hours 
to 
transpose

ture I was in a state of complete ex- 
haustion. 


Finds Japs Interested 


"I found them mo.«t interested in 


the subject. At firs; th".v were skep- 
tical. 1 had to grope my way to find 
what angle- of the situation mo.;t .ip- 
pealed to them. It was different from 
the American.

they were all agog. It is just as ex- 
pensive to rear and educate a large 
family in Japan as It is in New York, 
and the matter of cost aroused the 
Oriental conscience to a great degree. 


Asked Many Questions 


"Then they became most interested 


in the subject. 
They questioned me 


on all angles of the problem. 
Tho 


most delicate points they wanted dis- 
cussed to the most academic degree. 
With me they were very frank, but 
never objectionable, 
and 
afterward 


when I convinced them that our meth- 
ods neither meant the taking of life 
nor 
demanded husbandly restraint 


they were with me to a man. 


"The result was that before I teft 


Japan we had formed an Association, 
with branches in every big city, and 
clinics were in the process before I 
left. In addition. I addressed a meet- 
ing of the Peers Club. All who. at- 
tended were from the aristocracy, and 
they displayed the greatest interest in 
the subject. That was the most enjoy- 
able lecture I delivered, because they 
all understood English. 


"The only opposition I encountered 


was from the high military castes, for 
they still look upon the common pop- 
ulation as so much cannon fodder, and 
the more Japanese bred the more lives 
they have to play with in the securing 
of military advantages. 


Everybody Talks War 


"Everybody talks war in Japan, and 


everybody regards it as 
inevitable. 


The poor people hope to avoid it, bnt 
the rich and thc manufacturing class- 
es look forward to it, 


"My own impression is that war can- 


not be avoided; the Japanese popula- 
tion is too crowded, and they must 
have an outlet. 
Adequate outlet at 


the moment is not available, and hun- 
dreds are starving thru overcrowding. 


No Opportunity Overlooked 


"The military caste is not overlook- 


ing that opportunity to preach war in 
order that the Japanese Empire may 
be extended to accommodate their ex- 
cess population. So plausible a story 
do they make of it that the hitherto 
pacifists are convinced that war is in- 
evitable, and they are prepared for 
tho worst. 


"Thc "military caste is cynical as to 


the outcome. Even if they do not con- 
quer fresh terntory, at all events they 
\\ill have disposed of a good deal of 
their surplus population. 


"Whether it can be avoided is doubt- 


ful. 
In the days gone by we sent out 


our Christian missioners to preach tha 
Gospel cf good will, but it would have 
been a much more efficacious step to- 
wr.rd peace had we 'a couple of genera- 
tlons ago sent birth control misison- 
ers, who would have convinced these 
Easterners that nn overcrowded popu- 
lation means war and then to havo 
(aught them our remedy against over- 
population."

"Accepting tho principle of animal 


evolution," said Dr. Forsytho, "we ex- 
pect to be much nearer animals when 
we aro born. 


"Children, instead of being goldon, 


pure and unalloyed, as many people 
think them to be, havo primitive, un- 
analyzed instincts of the crudest kind. 
Impulses of which we are ashamed in 
later life are found manifest in the 
early stages of life. 


"Children are subject to the same 


emotions as grown-up men and wom- 
en. Love, jealousy, hate and fear are 
all apparent, and you get emotional 
life even in the nursery. 


"Little children can only sec life 


from a selfish point of view; their 
self-importance seems magnified be- 
yond deserts, and they experience the 
greatest difficulty in restraining their 
impulses or fail in their promises to 
their mothers. 


"It is quite a mistake to imagine 


that we are not concerned with love 
before we reach puberty. There are 
few boys and girls who go to parties 
\\lio do not have love affairs. 


"The great difficulty that a mother 


experiences," concluded Dr. Forsytho. 
"is to detach the 
self-love 
felt by 


every child in his first year for him- 
self (Narcissus love it is called, after 
Narcissus, who fell in love with his 
own face), and turn it to a directed 
object.
